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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that the combination of 
llnicki and Rees does not disclose a second connection between the gateway and the 3rd port, wherein the 3rd port is configured to receive 
a conneciton at a second security level. The examiner disagrees, llnicki teaches a system that allows the client to send a request to a port 
of the server (Col. 5, lines 21-25). That request gets received at a port on the gateway (Col. 5. lines 21-25). This is the first connection. 
The gateway then proceeds to make a connection from the gateway to a port target server (see Figure 5). Which is the second connection. 
The first and second connection are different connection and are both secure connections, thus they have security levels, the applicant 
argues that the idea of a "second security level" seems to mean much more than that. Plus the applicant argues that the dependent claims 
18 and 19, by further limiting the two security levels to be different does not indicate that the first and second security levels in claim 7 can 
be the same. The examiner disagrees, that is exactly what the existence of those dependent claims implies, else 1 8 and 1 9 would fail to 
limit claim 7 anymore. As seen in the rejection claims 18 and 19, Rees provides a teaching that a connection form a gateway should be 
more trusted than a connection from a client, that would provide teaching to give a higher security level to any connection from a gateway 
because the gateway is higher trusted than a client. 

The applicant further argues that the combination of llnicki and Rees does not teach that packets sent to a 3 rd port would be deleted. The 
examiner disagrees, if a server creates a port for a specific purpose and expects to receive packets from a certain gateway or client, it 
would delete packets which it does not allow to be received at that port. 
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
